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WORLD  CROP  PRODUCTION 
EQUALS  I96O-6I 

World  aggregate  production  of  major  crops  in  I962-63  when  valued  at 
1952-5^  world  average  market  prices  was  about  2  percent  above  I96I-62, 
and  about  9  percent  above  the  1955-56/1959-60  average.    World  population 
during  the  same  period  rose  about  9  percent. 

The  larger  output  in  1962-63  was  due  largely  to  more  favorable  crop 
conditions  in  North  America  and  Europe.    In  the  United  States,  crop  pro- 
duction equaled  the  record  of  1960-61.    Canadian  production  was  up  sharply 
from  the  drought -shortened  crop  of  1961-62.    In  Western' E\*fope,  sharp 
increases  in  grain  crops  and  fruits  production  more  than  pffs^t  reductions 
in  root  crops  and  olives.    In  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union,  crop 
production  was  down  slightly.    Little  change  occurred  in  the  Far  East  and 
Latin  America  and  modest  increases  were  recorded  in  Africa  and  Oceania. 

Production  of  grains  was  generally  large.    Wheat  production  was  8 
percent  above  I96I-62  and  the  final  outturn  is  expected  to  be  only 
moderately  below  the  record  1958  harvest.    A  slight  reduction  in  corn  and 
oats  output  was  more  than  offset  by  the  9  percent  increase  in  the  world 
barley  crop  and  the  higher  level  of  grain  sorghum  production  in  the  United 
States.    Rice  production  also  set  a  new  record  of  2  percent  above  the 
1961 -62  crop.    Cotton  and  tobacco  production  established  new  records 
k  perceat  above  their  previous  highs  in  1961-62.    The  production  of  apples, 
pears,  hops,  flaxseed,  castor  beans,  cocoa,  and  abaca  were  also  up  sub- 
stantially over  the  previous  year. 

Several  important  crops  also  recorded  significant  declines  from  the 
previous  year.    The  15  percent  decline  in  olive  oil  production  and  a 
modest*>decline  in  soybeans  about  offset  the  increase  in  production  of 
other  vegetable  311  crops  so  that  the  total  supply  of  vegetable  oils  for 
1963  will  be  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Coffee  production  was 
down  7  percent  from  the  unusually  large  crop  of  I96I-62,  but  was  still 
above  the  probable  world  consumption  adding  i.rthsr  to  the  large  stocks 
available.    The  potato  crop  was  low  for  the  second  successive  year  and 
the  output  of  dry  beans  was  down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    All  of 
the  hard  fibers  except  abaca  were  below  the  previous  years  output. 

World  stocks  of  several  durable  crops  were  reduced  during  I96I-62, 
so  that  total  supplies  for  the  1962-63  season  are  up  less  than  production. 
Wheat  st*eks  in  the  major  exporting  countries  on  July  1  were  ^00  million 
bushels  below  a  year  earlier,  largely  offsetting  the  increase  in  world 
production.    Rice  sales  in  I962  were  large  and  most  exporting  countries 
began  the  I963  marketing  season  with  low  carryovers.    Feed  grain  supplies 
were  reduced  during  I96I-62  as  a  result  of  the  reduced  acreage  and  pro- 
duction in  the  United  States,  and  a  continued  heavy  feeding vof  livestock 
and  a  further  reduction  is  in  prospect  during  the  1962-63  consumption 
year.

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2  million  tons  "below  a  year  earlier.    Sugar  production  in  1962-63  is 
expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  I96I-62,  and  consumption  likely  to 
continue  the  upward  trend  of  about  2  mill  ion  tons  annually,  a  further 
substantial  reduction  in  stocks  is  likely  during  the  coming  year. 

The  highlights  of  the  world  cotton  supply  situation  in  1962-63  is  an 
increase  of  2.1  million  bales  in  production  to  a  new  record  level  that  is 
likely  to  result  in  the  first  increase  in  world  stocks  since  1955-5&,  as 
world  consumption  is  expected  to  remain  about  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year. 

Support  programs  and  commodity  agreements  were  price  stabilizing 
factors  during  1962.    Prices  of  coffee,  cocoa  and  cotton  have  remained 
generally  stable,  and  began  I963  at  about  the  same  level  as  a  year 
earlier.    Wheat,  feed  grain  and  soybean  prices  are  up  moderately,  and 
sugar  prices  have  advanced  sharply  in  the  face  of  declining  world  sup- 
plies.   World  trade  in  agricultural  products  is  expected  to  continue  at 
a  high  level  in  1963.    Total  wheat  exports  in  recent  months  have  declined 
with  the  increased  production  in  importing  areas,  but  exports  of  feed 
grains  have  continued  to  expand.    World  cotton  trade  probably  will  in- 
crease, reacting  from  the  sharply  lower  volume  in  1961-62;  and  a  con- 
tinuing expansion  in  trade  of  beverages,  tobacco,  hops,  and  hard  fibers 
appears  likely. 

WORLD  PRODUCTION  OF  FATS  AND  OILS 
EXPECTED  TO  APPROXIMATE  I962  RECORD 

World  production  of  fats  and  oils  in  19&3  is  expected  to  be  virtually 
the  same  as  last  year*s  estimated  record  of  33*8  million-tons.    This  is 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  substantial  increases  of  the  2  previous  years. 
This  volume  of  production,  however,  would  be  almost  one-sixth  larger  than 
the  1955-59  average.    Animal  fats,  industrial  oils,  and  the  palm  oils  may 
increase  slightly  from  19^2,  but  a  major  portion  of  this  overall  increase 
probably  will  be  offset  by  the  relatively  small  aggregate  decrease  in 
edible  oils  and  marine  oils. 

The  highlight  of  the  present  outlook  is  the  sharp  drop  in  Mediter- 
ranean olive  oil  production.    Also,  significant  is  the  substantial  decline 
expected  in  whale  oil  output. 

The  United  States,  as  in  recent  years,  will  again  account  for  about 
one-fourth  of  the  world  production  of  fats  and  oils.    And,  even  though 
the  increase  in  world  production  may  be  only  about  50,000  tons,  the  U.S. 
increase  is  expected  to  be  about  275^000  tons. 

The  outturn  of  edible  vegetable  oils  in  1963 — processed  mainly  from 
oilseed  crops  harvested  in  1962--is  expected  to  approximate  lk.6  million 
tons,  reflecting  a  drop  of  1  percent  or  about  115,000  tons  from  last  year's 
record.    The  sharp  decline  in  olive  oil  output  plus  minor  declines  expected 
in  sunflower  seed  and  rape seed  oils  will  exceed  the  increases  in  cottonseed, 
soybean,  peanut,  and  sesame  seed  oils. 
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Cottonseed  oil  production  is  expected  to  set  a  record  this  year.  The 
slight  expansion  from  I962  is  due  largely  to  increased  cottonseed  produc- 
tion in  Egypt,  the  United  States,  and  Mainland  China.     Less  significant 
increases  in  India  and  Brazil  were  offset  by  reduced  output  in  the  Sudan 
and  the  U.S.S.R. 

Peanut  oil  production  also  may  set  a  new  record,  slightly  above  the 
previous  high  in  1962.    The  estimated  record  peanut  production  of  1962 
is  attributed  mainly  to  the  sharp  expansion  in  Argentina  and  a  substantial 
expansion  that  is  believed  to  have  taken  place  in  Mainland  China.  India's 
1962  harvest  was  expected  to  approximate  the  previous  year's  good  crop. 
However,  in  the  important  exporting  areas  of  Africa,  slight  increases  in 
Nigeria,  Senegal,  Niger,  Mali,  and  the  Rhode sias  may  have  been  offset  by 
the  sharp  reduction  in  South  Africa  and  sizable  reductions  in  the  Sudan 
and  possibly  the  Congo. 

Soybean  oil  production,  like  that  for  cottonseed  and  peanut  oils, 
will  attain  a  new  high  level  of  production  this  year.    The  increase  from 
I962  of  an  estimated  165,000  tons  stems  from  large  carry-in  stocks  of 
soybeans  in  the  United  States  which,  despite  a  somewhat  smaller  crop, 
resulted  in  record  supplies.    The  I962  soybean  crop  in  Mainland  China 
is  believed  to  have  declined  slightly  from  the  previous  year.  While 
yields  possibly  were  somewhat  better  than  in  each  of  the  3  previous 
years,  acreage  may  have  been  reduced  in  favor  of  summer  grain  acreage. 
In  most  other  areas  of  the  world,  except  Japan,  soybean  production  was 
larger  than  in  1961. 

Production  of  sunflower  seed  oil  is  expected  to  decline  slightly 
from  the  record  of  1962.    A  significant  decline  in  Soviet  1962  sunflower 
seed  production  was  largely  offset  by  a  sharply  expanded  1962  crop  in 
Argentina.    Minor  changes  in  the  I962  sunflower  crop  compared  with  a 
year  earlie^r  include  increased  production  in  France  and  Yugoslavia  with 
declines  in  Chile  and  Turkey. 

A  moderate  increase  in  world  production  of  sesame  seed  oil  is  anti- 
cipated in  1963  owing  to  slight  increases  in  I962  output  of  sesame  seed 
in  Venezuela,  Nigeria,  Mexico,  Sudan,  Thailand,  and  Mainland  China,  which 
more  than  offset  production  declines  elsewhere,  particularly  in  Pakistan, 
Turkey,  Ethiopia,  and  Tanganyika. 

World  production  of  rapeseed  oil  in  1963 ,  extracted  primarily  from 
the  crops  harvested  in  19 63,  probably  will  be  somewhat  below  the  I962 
record.    Production  in  Europe  will  likely  decline  from  last  year's 
exceptionally  large  outturn  despite  continued  expansion  in  Poland. 
Canadian  production,  which  was  greatly  curtailed  by  reduced  acreage  last 
year  because  of  depressed  prices,  is  not  expected  to  change  greatly.  In 
Mainland  China  little  change  is  expected  as  competition  for  tillable  land 
in  the  production  of  food  crops  is  expected  to  continue  to  restrict  the 
area  sown  to  rapeseed  far  below  the  prewar  level. 
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Ulive  oil,  produced  largely  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  will  decline 
sharply  in  reflecting  reduced  olive  crops  in  Greece,  Italy,  Portugal, 

and  Turkey.    The  above  reductions  in  these  countries  greatly  overshadow 
increased  olive  oil  production  in  Tunisia  and  Morocco.    More  than  one- 
half  of  the  decline  from  last  year  may  he  attributed  to  physiological  "off" 
season  declines  in  Greece,  Italy,  and  Portugal.    Production  in  Spain  is 
expected  to  decline  slightly  to  the  lowest  level  in  recent  years,  because 
of  "off"  season  declines  as  well  as  severe  December  weather,  which  may 
have  reduced  significantly  the  size  of  the  ciyg-  just  harvested. 

The  slight  expansion  foreseen  in  the  palm  oils  this  year  is  attributed 
to  a  larger  outturn  of  coconut  oil.    While  production  in  the  Philippines 
is  expected  to  change  very  little  from  the  previous  year,  moderate  in- 
creases are  anticipated  in  Malaya,  Indonesia,  and  the  remaining  surplus- 
producing  countries  in  South  East  Asia  owing  to  the  better  rainfall 
conditions  which  existed  in  the  principal  coconut  producing  areas  in  I962. 
Output  in  Ceylon,  however,  is  expected  to  be  down  from  the  previous  year. 

World  output  of  palm,  palm  kernel,  and  babassu  oils  is  expected  to 
show  little  change,  although  palm  kernel  oil  may  decrease  slightly  owing 
to  an  anticipated  reduction  in  Nigeria. 

Production  of  industrial  oils  in  19&3  is  expected  to  be  moderately 
above  the  level  of  the  previous  2  years,  with  increases  in  linseed  and 
castor  oils  exceeding  the  decline  in  tung  oil. 

More  linseed  oil  will  be  available  because  world  flaxseed  production 
in  1962  increased  an  estimated  10  percent  from  the  relatively  low  outturn 
of  the  previous  year  to  the  highest  level  since  1956.    While  production 
rose  in  all  the  major  exporting  countries,  as  well  as  in  many  other  coun- 
tries, by  far  the  greatest  expansion  was  in  the  United  States,  where  the 
crop  was  up  by  almost  one-half  from  the  low  outturn  of  1961.  Canadian 
production  increased  about  10  percent,  but  Argentine  and  Indian  production 
rose  only  slightly. 

A  further  slight  increase  in  castor  oil  production  seems  likely  this 
year  from  1963-crop  castor  beans.    Prospects  for  the  new  crop  in  India 
favor  some  expansion  and  a  larger  outturn  is  expected  this  year  in  Brazil 
than  in  the  last  2  years.    In  Thailand,  now  the  leading  exporter  of  castor 
beans  as  such,  the  government  is  encouraging  farmers  to  increase  acreage 
and  to  control  pests  and  diseases. 

Tung  oil  production  is  expected  to  decline  in  1963  by  almost  8  per- 
cent to  the  lowest  level  since  195^«    Argentina* s  oil  production  from 
nuts  harvested  in  1962  will  be  up  sharply  from  last  yearfs  outturn.  How- 
ever, greatly  reduced  production  in  the  United  States  will  overshadow  this 
gain.    Production  in  other  major  producing  areas,  including  Mainland  China, 
is  expected  to  remain  at  about  last  year's  level.

Aggregate  outturn  of  animal  fats  this  year  is  expected  to  continue 
upward  about  in  line  with  the  recent  trend. 

Despite  the  existence  of  heavy  stocks  of  butter  in  many  major  dairy- 
producing  countries  and  the  restrictive  trade  practices  of  deficit  coun- 
tries which  severely  limit  export  outlets,  world  butter  production  in 
I963  is  expected  to  continue  at  about  the  current  record  level.  Support 
prices  in  most  countries  will  provide  adequate  incentives  for  a  continued 
high  level  of  production. 

Assuming  favorable  weather,  butter  output  in  North  America  will 
probably  be  up  slightly  from  the  1962  record  level.    Both  Canada  and  the 
United  States  are  expected  to  produce  more.    In  Western  Europe  output  is 
expected  to  continue  to  show  a  moderate  gain.    Production  in  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  will  probably  remain  at  about  the  1962  level. 

Lard  output  in  1963  will  increase  chiefly  as  a  result  of:  (l) 
Increased  slaughter  in  the  U.S.  despite  lower  yields  from  improved  meat- 
type  hogs j  (2)  European  expansion  of  the  hog  industry  with  increases  in 
France,  West  Germany,  Poland,  and  Belgium-Luxembourg  offsetting  a  sharp 
decline  in  the  Netherlands;  and  (3)  a  rise  in  Asian  production,  primarily 
the  result  of  continued  rapid  expansion  of  the  Japanese  hog  industry. 

Production  of  tallow  and  greases  is  expected  to  continue  to  increase 
slightly  from  I962  because  of:     (l)  Slightly  increased  cattle  slaughter 
in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand  and  (2)  increased 
outturn  in  Europe  proportionate  to  expansion  of  the  livestock  industry. 
These  increases  will  be  offset  somewhat  by  a  reduction  in  Argentine  pro- 
duction, reflecting  a  decline  in  cattle  slaughter. 

World  production  of  marine  oils  in  1963  1S  expected  to  be  down  at 
least  3  percent.    A  substantial  reduction  in  whale  oil  production  is 
anticipated  for  the  1962-63  Antarctic  season  as  well  as  a  moderate 
reduction  in  output  from  whaling  areas  outside  the  Antarctic.  The 
reduction  in  whale  oil  output  is  expected  to  more  than  offset  the 
anticipated  increase  in  fish  oil  production,  principally  by  Peru,  Chile, 
and  perhaps  South  Africa.

U.S.  WHEAT  AND  FLOUR  EXPORTS 
DOWN  27  PERCENT 

U.S.  wheat  and  flour  exports  from  July  through  November  1962  totaled 
221  million  bushels,  2J  percent  below  the  same  period  of  1961. 

Wheat  exports  at  182.5  million  bushels  were  82. S  million  below  last 
season.     Smaller  shipments  to  Brazil  and  Venezuela  of  12  million  bushels, 
with  slight  reductions  to  other  countries  resulted  in  a  decline  of  15 
million  to  the  Western  Hemisphere.

most  of  the  57 -mil lion  bushel  reduction  to  Europe. 

Increased  shipments  to  India  and  Pakistan  did  not  outweigh  reductions 
to  .Tar*n  and  Turkey.    There  were  slight  increases  in  shipments  to  Egypt 
and  other  areas  of  Africa  but  substantial  reductions  to  Algeria,  Morocco 
and  Tunisia. 

Flour  exports  from  July  through  November  I962,  at  38  million  bushels 
were  1.9  million  below  last  season.    Most  of  the  reduced  shipments  were 
made  to  the  Common  Market  and  to  Egypt.    In  contrast,  some  gain  was  made 
in  shipments  to  Japan,  Saudi  Arabia,  Taiwan,  Algeria,  and  Morocco. 

Total  wheat  and  flour  exports  during  the  first  half  of  1962-63  are 
pi-el  iminarily  estimated  at  approximately  273  million  bushels,  compared 
with  367  million  during  July -December  1961. 


U.S.  FEED  GRAIN  EXPORTS 
INCREASE  kk  PERCENT 

U.S.  feed  grain  exports  totaled  6.1  million  metric  tons  in  the  July- 
November  period  of  19&2,  compared  with  K.2  million  tons  in  the  similar 
period  of  the  preceding  year» 

Corn  shipments  in  the  5  months  totaled  k  million  tons — 29  percent 
above  the  3*1  million  exported  in  I96I.    The  increase  was  largely  to 
Italy,  Switzerland,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Japan. 

Shipments  of  oats  were  more  than  double  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
A  sharp  drop  was  noted  in  exports  to  Canada,  however,  this  was  offset  by 
considerable  increases  to  Belgium-Luxembourg,  Italy,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Barley  exports  were  up  75  percent — from  398,000  tons  to  696,000  tons. 
The  largest  shipments  went  to  Italy,  West  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Sorghum  shipments  of  1.2  million  metric  tons  were  up  88  percent 
from  the  622,000  tons  exported  in  July -November  I961.    Substantial  in- 
creases took  place  in  exports  to  West  Germany,  the  Netherlands  and  Japan. 
Shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Poland  and  Norway  totaled  217,000  tons 
compared  with  none  for  the  same  months  a  year  earlier. 

Preliminary  estimates  for  July -November  1962  indicate  that  feed 
grain  exports  will  be  about  37  percent  higher  than  the  same  period  last 
year.

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COIT'II  ACTIVITY  LOWER 
IN  F^&EIGN  FREE  WORLD 

Activity  declined  in  the  cotton  industry  in  most  foreign  Free  World 
consuming  countries  during  the  first  few  months  of  this  season,  compared 
with  corresponding  periods  a  year  earlier. 

Total  imports  into  countries  in  the  accompanying  table  fell  170,000 
bales  in  the  specified  months,  declining  in  13  of  the  17  listed.  Con- 
sumption showed  a  slightly  larger  decline,  with  15  countries  using  the 
same  or  less  cotton  than  in  comparable  periods  a  year  earlier.  Estimated 
stocks  of  raw  cotton  were  drawn  down  in  all  countries  but  one  during  the 
period  (excluding  the  producing  countries,  India,  Italy,  and  Spain),  with 
the  largest  declines  in  Japan,  France,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  West 
Germany.
